hired workmen, frqm getting their fair 
share of their own product? 

Thoughtful readers will not fail to sec 
in America a duplication of the develop 
uiciit of the privilegeil class. In Eufaipc. 

First, in the middle ages, there came 
the individual nobleman, who earned his 
standing with brains, or courage, or both. 
He levied taxes on bis people, as the 
successful individual business man in 
America used to levy taxee on his work - 
men by taking most of the profit. This 
primitive European nobleman, while he 
taxed his pe<mle, was associated in their 
interests, lie built bis castle among 
them, a fortress to which they could re¬ 
tire in time of danger.

The rough fighting 
men of the type of Du Gnesclin were 
transformed into soft, effeminate cour¬ 
tiers. clad in silks and satins, feeling 
only contempt for the people with ' 

their fathers had fought and lived, BUT i

Jean Looguet tabnlates in tbe Move¬ 
ment Socialiste of June 7, 1002, the num¬ 
ber of Socialist votes cast at the last 
general French election. Tbe total num¬ 
ber was 8(^,151, of which 370,130 were 
obtained by candidates who upheld the 
late ministers and 487,021 by candidates 
who were opposed to that government. 

To influence the Rigsdag in Sweden 
ibe Socialist leaders instructed workmen 
to strike In favor of universal suffrage. 
Bustuess was almost entirely suspended 
when 20,000 strikers responded on 
Thursday.

This ownership en¬ 
ables tbe capitalists to control tbe product 
nod keep the worker* dependent upon 
them. 

Private ownerahlp of the means of pro- 
dnetioo and dlatilbntlon In responsible for 
the ever-lncreasIng uncertainty of liveli¬ 
hood and tbe poverty and misery of the 
workera. and It divides aoriety Into two 
hoetlle claaaea—the capltalUts and wage 
workers. The once powerful middle class 
Is rapidly disappearing In the mill of com- 
petition. The atruggle la now between the 
cartalist claaa and the working claaa. The 
poaseirion of tbe means of livelihood gives 
to the capitalists the control of the gov¬ 
ernment. tbe press, the pulpit and the 
schools, and enables them to rsdnee tbe 
wot king men to s state of Intelleetnat. 
physical and social tnftriortty, political snb- 
serrlence and vlrtnal alaveij. 

Tbe economic Interests of tbs capitalist 
class dominate onr entire social aystero: 
the Uvea of tha working clam are reck¬ 
lessly sacrificed for profit, wan are fo¬ 
mented betwssp nations, tndlaertmlnate 
slaughter is encoorsjted and the destruc¬ 
tion of whole races la sanctioned in order 
that the capltaUsts may extend their com¬ 
mercial dominion abroad and tnhance their 
annremacy at borne. 

Bat tbe same economic causes which de¬ 
veloped capitalism are leading to SoeUlltro. 
which wlir abolish both the capltaltst class 
and the clasa of wage workers. And the 
active force tn bringing about this new 
and higher order of society la tbe working 
clast. All other classea. despite their ap¬ 
parent or actual conflleta, art alike later- 
ested In tbe upholding of tbs system of 
private owneranip of tbe Instruments of 
wesltb productlos. The Pe m o c ratlc. Re* 
publlesn. tbe bourgeois public ownership 
parties, and aU other parnes which do u*k 
stand for the eomplete orerthrow of the 
capitalist system of prodoetlon. sre alike 
poutleai r e pres e ntatives of the capitalist 
dais.

\valle we declare that the developmeat 
of economic conditions tends to the over¬
